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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Conference Board of Missions submit the 
following report: 

The year just past has been marked by progress in the Missionary work 
abroad and by increasing enthusiasm for the cause at home. The heart 
of the Church is awakening to the Master’s parting command — “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” 

The increase in membership in the foreign field has been gratifying; 
there has been a gain of 744, during the year, or 16 per cent; 21 churches 
are self-supporting and $51,370 was raised for all purposes on the field. 

At home enthusiasm is rising; the total amount contributed from all 
sources for missionary work — domestic as well as foreign — for the year is 
$1,032,559, an increase of $78,838 for missions alone. 

The number of Annual Conferences, districts and charges paying their 
assessments in full is steadily increasing from year to year. 

We commend to your notice the increasing desire on the part of indi- 
vidual churches and Epworth Leagues to take upon themselves, in addition 
to the regular assessment, the support of special missionaries in the field — 
the movement now characterized as the “living link.” 

The necessity of information in order to an intelligent understanding 
of the missionary movement is so apparent, that we commend very earnestly 
the efforts of the Board of Missions to increase the circulation of “Go For- 
ward. ’ ’ 

We also commend to the attention of the Conference the importance 
of the “Laymen’s Missionary Movement,” in view' of its possibilities we hesi- 
tate to prophesy its future usefulness;w'e rejoice that organization has been 
effected in this Conference in accordance with the plan submitted by the 
Board of Missions. 

We also commend the educational w'ork being done among our young 
people, and urge upon our pastors the necessity of bringing the matter before 
their churches and Leagues. 

In accordance with a recent action of the Board of Missions we recom- 
mend the appointment of Rev. T. O. Rorie as Conference Missionary Evan- 
gelist to work under the direction of the Board of Missions, and to receive 
$75.00 per month and expenses, to be paid out of such collections as he 
may take. 

We are glad to announce that the amount collected for Missions this 
year, both foreign and domestic, has been in advance of former years.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Your Conference Board of Education submits the 
following report : 

We note with pleasure the encouraging report from the General Board 
of Education. It shows a decided increase in the number of students in 
our church schools, and a general increase of interest in the cause of Chris- 
tian education. 

Our Correspondence School is growing in favor with our preachers every- 
where, and we urge our undergraduates especially to avail themselves of 
the exceptional opportunities which this Correspondence School offers. 

Galloway College. 

The report from Galloway College is gratifying. The enrollment at 
present is over 200. Current expenses are met promptly. The religious 
life of the student body is good. Some needed repairs will have to be made 
before the beginning of another collegiate year. Additional accommoda- 
tions are absolutely necessary if the school is to meet the demand made upon 
it. A number of applicants could not be taken this year. 

Hendrix College. 

President Anderson of Hendrix College reports that the students of 
Hendrix College are doing good work; that the religious life of the student 
body is exceptionally good; that the school has the largest enrollment it 
has ever had. The total enrollment is 220, of which number 30 are young 
ministers and 29 are ministers’ children. We heartily express our agree- 
ment with the Little Rock Conference in the desire to unify and correlate 
our educational work in the State. Also we concur in the action of the 
Boards of Trustees of Galloway, Hendrix and Henderson Colleges, and in 
the action of the recent session of the Little Rock Conference in providing 
a commission of seven to work out a plan of unification and correlation of 
our schools. We recommend that Rev. R. B. McSwain be appointed a mem- 
ber of that commission from this Conference. 

We are rejoiced to learn that the campaign conducted by the Board 
of Trustees during the year just passed under the leadership of Rev. James 
Thomas, as Commissioner, has resulted in securing additional endowment 
of upward of $130,000.00, which yielded additional income during the past 
year of nearly $5,000.00. We recommend this cause to our people, and 
concur with the Board of Trustees in pushing the campaign for endowment, 
recommending that for this purpose the services of the Commissioner of 
Education be retained. 

We recommend that Dr. R. R. James, Rev. W. C. Davidson, M. F. Col- 
lier, and Rev. M. M. Smith be continued as members of the Board of Trustees; 
also we recommend the appointment of Rev. A. C. Cloyes as Superintendent 
of the Arkansas Independent Order of Odd Fellows’ Home at Batesville. 

We recommend an assessment of $1000.00 for Hendrix College, $755.00 
for the General Board of Education and apportioned as follows:

At its recent session at Fordyce, the Little Rock Epworth League Con- 
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ference adopted the resolution below. We trust that the three Conferences 
may unite on this important movement. 

“Whereas, (1) our General Conference has authorized Epworth League 
Conferences to secure and control property for the holding of permanent 
Assemblies; whereas, (2) the time has come when a suitable location should 
be selected in Arkansas, and whereas, (3) the interests of our three Annual 
Conferences are such that they should unite on this great enterprise; therefore 
Be it resolved, (1) that we cordially invite the Arkansas and White 
River Conferences to unite with us in securing and maintaining a permanent 
place for our Epworth Assembly; (2) that the Epworth League Boards of 
our three Annual Conferences be and are hereby requested to appoint Com- 
mittees of three for each Conference, and the joint committee of nine be 
authorized to receive propositions for permanent location and take all nec- 
essary steps to submit these propositions to the Annual Conference Boards 
for ratification at the Conference sessions of 1908; and. (3) that in order to 
create interest and secure co-operation, the Epworth League Boards of the, 
three Conferences are requested to arrange for a State Conference for 1908.’

He was 
converted at the age of 15 years; was licensed to preach at Holly Grove, Ark.; 
was admitted on trial in the White River Conference at Helena in 1894; 
was ordained deacon at Paragould by Bishop Fitzgerald in December 1896; 
ordained Elder at Jonesboro by Bishop Galloway Dec. 1900. He served 
Central Avenue, Batesville, in 1895-96; Melbourne Circuit 1897, Jackson- 
port 1898, Walnut Hill and Hardy 1899, Mammoth Spring 1900-1901, 
Walnut Ridge 1902-1904, and Dye Memorial, Argenta, 1905. He was 
superintendent of the Arkansas Methodist Orphanage from 1905 to the time 
of his death, which occurred March 12, 1907. 

Bro. Fisackerly possessed that which gives the best foundation for pros- 
perity in this world and the only assurance of salvation in the next, he was 
a man of sterling piety and the most virtuous principles. Although frail 
in body he had an irop will, and an energy no task could daunt, no labor, 
weary, no burden crush. He had a gentle, tender, loving heart. Unselfish, 
he was ready to sympathize with others.

We, therefore, respectfully request the members of this Conference to 
bestir themselves in taking the collections, and to take them early, that we 
may help materially in this great cause.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the President and Members of the White River Conference: 

We, your committee on Temperance, desire to submit the following report: 

We note with pleasure the growth of the temperance sentiment, and 
rejoice that the liquor traffic is being driven from our country', and especially 
from our Southland. 

V r e commend our last Legislature for its action on the temperance ques- 
tion; and for the passage of the following Acts: (1) A bill to cut out the 

cross road country saloon; (2) A bill to prevent the whisky drummer 
from going into prohibition territory', and wholesale houses from advertising 
in the same; (3) A bill to make the property owners liable for the illicit 
sale of liquors after the first conviction; (4) To prevent drinking and drunk- 
enness on our passenger trains. 

We especially urge the members of this Conference and all good citizens 
to see that these laws are rigorously enforced; and believing that the time 
for State-wide prohibition has come, to this end pledge our support. 

We demand that the liquor traffic be driven from our State, and pledge 
that we will vote for no man who is not committed to the temperance cause; 
and promise that wherever we go we will make an aggressive campaign 
that the liquor business may be voted out at the next general election. 

W r e commend the Anti-Saloon League of Arkansas for its noble work, 
and approve the change of name from Inter-Church Temperance Federa- 
tion to that of Anti-Saloon League. 
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We respectfully request that the U. S. Congress pass the Little-Field- 
Carmack Bill, which provides that liquor shipped from one State into another 
becomes subject to the laws of that State into which it is shipped. 

We desire that the members of this Conference observe the Sunday before 
the Fourth of July as Stainless Flag Sunday. 

We are opposed to all forms of the license system; and that the cause 
of temperance may triumph, we will gladly concur with the other Conferences 
of the State and all other temperance bodies. 

We recommend that Rev. M. M. Smith, Hon. J. E. W ilmans and Rev. 
W. F. Walker constitute our Commission on the Anti-Saloon League. 

We again note with pleasure, the growing sentiment against the tobacco 
business; and as the use of tobacco is a pernicious and harmful habit, we 
prayerfully request our brethren who are addicted to this habit to quit it. 
It is also a praise worthy fact that our last Legislature passed a very whole- 
some act known as the Anti-Cigarette Law, which becomes effective Jan. 
1, 1908. This law, if enforced, will suppress the nefarious and harmful habit 
which destroys the manhood and usefulness of so many of our boys and young 
men. 

We further urge upon every member of this Conference, that he exert 
himself to see the editors of the secular papers of his locality, to get this report 
printed in their papers, so that our people may know what good and whole- 
some anti-liquor laws we have and thereby get their assistance for the en- 
forcement of the same.
